without Licenſe firſt had and orderly obtained , or having had Licenſe, and 
not renewed as the Law requireth, or bein diſcharged for any Miſdemeanour 
committed, or ſuffered to be done in Hers, or in or about the ſame: 
It ſhall be lawful for any Court or Magiſtrate, on complaint made to them of 
ſuch Miſdemeanour, to ſend for ſuch perſon or perſons before them, and be- 
ing legally convicted of any the aboveſaid Offences, to require Bond, with
